05KER/X  STATISTICS 

Following  the  19  6l  Census,  which  was  taken  on  23rd  April,  1961*  the 
Mid-Year  Estimate  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  showed  a  sharp 
upward  rise.  The  Census  has  been  taken  at  10  yearly  intervals  ever  since 
1801  -  with  the  exception  of  1941  ~  and  with  the  Census  as  a  basis,  and 
other  Statistical  Data  such  as  the  notification  of  births  and  deaths  as 
Superstructure  the  Registrar  General  sends  out  to  every  District  in  the 
Count ry  his  Estimate  of  that  District’s  population  at  the  middle  of  the 
year.  The  Estimate  for  the  Mid-Year  of  1961  was  10,030  thus  bringing 
the  population  of  Ware  to  5  figures  for  the  first  time  in  its  history. 
This  figure  was  an  increase  of  350  over  the  i960  Estimate,  all  of  it 
being  due  to  inward  migration  as  the  natural  decrease  was  24* 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  3?065  to  3 >292,  the  number 
of  houses  per  a.cre  from  2.28  to  2.38  and  the  number  of  persons  per  acre 
from  7*  21  to  7*  24*  The  rateable  value  of  the  District  increased  from 
£135  >420  to  £144j569« 

There  was  a  big  building  programme  in  Ware  during  I96I  and  much  of 
the  heavy  demand  for  houses  must  be  attributable  to  the  Electrification 
of  and  consequent  improvement  in  the  train  service  between  Ware  and 
Liverpool  Street.  As  there  appears  to  be  no  abatement  in  the  building 
programme,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  assume  that  Ware  will  continue  to 
grow  quickly  for  at  least  some  years  to  come. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  total  number  of  live  births  was  174  compared  with  159  in  i960. 
Of  these  174*  11  were  illegitimate  as  compared  with  4  in  i960.  Thus 
the  live  birth  rate  and  the  illegitimate  live  birth  rate  have  both 
increased.

the  deaths  from  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  which  caused 
34  deaths  or  17*1%*  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  not  only  do 
first  three  principal  causes  of  death  reflect  the  National  figures  hut 
they  also  reflect  international  figures*  Recently  published  percentages 
by  the  World  Health  Organisation  show  that  from  all  the  returns  available 
from  the  advanced  Countries  the  chief  cause  of  death  was  found  to  be  all 
forms  of  Heart  Disease  with  approximately  33%>  second  came  Malignancy 
with  14*  22%.  and  third  were  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  system  with 
11*  16%. 


The  causes  of  death  given  in  Table  3  are  those  set  out  by  the 
Registrar  G-eneral.  It  is  unfortunate  that  line  No*  32  is  entitled 
”Other  Defined  and  Ill-Defined  Diseases”  for  it  will  be  seen  that  no 
fewer  than  25  deaths  axe  listed  under  this  ambiguous  headiig* 

In  view  of  recent  research  into  Diabetes ,  it  is  of  interest  to  see 
that  5  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease  ,  while  an  unusa.1  feature  in  these 
days  is  the  fact  that  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  3  deaths. 


There  were  2  suicides  both  due  to  Carbon  Monoxide  poisoning,  one 
homicide  caused  by  Gun  shot  v/ounds  of  the  chest  and  one  death  in  an  old 
man  due  to  being  knocked  down  by  a  motor  van*  Tine  3  deaths  in  infants 
under  four  weeks  of  age  were  caused  by  Asphyxia  following  delivery, 
prematurity  and  Intra  Ventricular  Haemorrhage  while  the  two  deaths  from 
five  weeks  to  one  year  of  age  were  due  to  Pneumonia  and  Lung  Abscess* 


The  largest  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
were  44  cases  of  Measles*  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were 
no  cases  either  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria,  such  a  state  of  affairs 
however  does  not  occur  by  a.ccident  or  v/illpower  and  the  only  very  that  the 
community  can  remain  immune  from  these  diseases  and  from  Smallpox  as  well 
is  by  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain  proper  protection* 


The  general,  diminution  in  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is 
reflected  in  the  fact  that  Honey  Lane  Hospital  closed  its  infectious 
diseases  block  in  July,  1961* 


TUBERCULOSIS 


It  is  a  matter  for  considerable  satisfaction  to  report  that  19  cases 
were  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  only  67  cases  on  31st  December, 
1961.  Of  these  59  were  pulmonary  and  8  nonypulmonary*

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Water  Supply 


Most  of  the  town  is  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  from 
two  wells  sunk  in  chalk,  one  at  Musley  Lane,  and  the  other  at  Musi ey  Hill 
the  former  being  the  main  source  of  supply.  The  Highfields  area,  however 
is  supplied  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board.  All  these  supplies  are 
chlorinated* 


Quality 

Bacteriological  samples  of  mains  water  taken  from  domestic  premises 
in  the  district  were  satisfactory. 


Piped  Supplies 

Mains  water  is  piped  to  sink  taps  in  all  but  four  cottages.  Three 
wells  serve  the  four  cottages,  and  water  is  pumped  to  roof  tanks  in  all 
four  premises,  and  gravitates  to  sink  taps*  In  one  of  these,  a  remote 
lock  cottage,  the  water  has  to  be  hand  pumped* 


Swindling;  Pool 

The  Council1  s  swimming  bath  consists  of  an  open  air  pool  with  paved 
surrounds  and  diving  boards.  There  is  a  paddling  pool  for  smaller 
children.  The  buildings  house  an  office,  changing  rooms,  plant  and  snack 
bar,  spectators  seats  being  on  the  roof* 

Water  which  is  drawn  from  the  town  mains  is  treated  by  break  point 
chlorination  and  continuous  pressurised  sand  filtration*  The  plant  is 
designed  to  change  the  water  every  6  hours. 


Monthly  samples  of  water  taken  during  the  season  were  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  major  work  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year  although  sewers 
have  been  extended  to  deal  with  new  development* 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  tipped  at  the  Crane  Mead  site*

Keeping  of  Animals 

In  the  first  half  of  the  year  there  were  great  expectations  that  the 
bio  Her  industry  in  Crib  Street  would  close  down  and  it  was  an  intense 
relief  when  we  finally  knew  this  had  occurred.  Jiter  eight  difficult  years 
for  the  residents ,  it  seemed  as  if  the  pressure  used  by  the  department 
with  increasing  force  over  the  years  had  at  last  produced  this  effect  and 
we  were  glad  to  be  able  to  walk  in  the  fresh  air  once  again,  now  free  from 
the  ever  present  !Sfowl5’  odour  of  this  industry* 

Smoke  Nuisances 


Complaint  being  made  about  smoke  from  a  boiler  on  ignition  of  the  coke 
a  gaspoker  was  provided  to  replace  wood  formerly  used. 


Fly  Nuisances 


Wood  fish  boxes  continue  to  be  a  source  of  attraction  to  flies  and 
annoyance  to  residents  near  a  fish  shop  and  the  trader  was  requested  to  use 
a  solution  of  D*D*T.  50c  micro-crystalline  paste  for  the  walls  and  boxes  at 
the  rear  of  the  premises*  How  much  longer  we  will  have  to  tolerate  this 
accepted  but  much  criticised  form  of  carriage  obviously  depends  on  something 
better  being  found*  So  far  no  great  progress  seems  to  have  been  achieved 
with  metal  boxes  or  linings* 

Licensed  Premises 

Sanitary  accommodation  at  three  public  houses  was  improved  during  the 
year,  namely  the  Cannon  Tavern,  The  Windsor  Castle  and  The  White  Swan* 

Sewer  Maintenance 

As  a  matter  of  urgency  blockages  in  three  sewer  connections  were 
removed  and  the  cost  recovered  from  the  owners  of  the  eleven  houses  involved* 

Past  and  effluvia 

Perchlorethylene  fumes  from  a  cleaning  chest  at  a  dry  cleaners 
now  passed  to  the  atmosphere  at  a  higher  level  thereby  avoiding  nuisance  to 
the  immediate  inhabitants*

Complaint  regarding  noise  from  a.  radio  set  at  the  dry  cleaners  was  not 
confirmed  but  at  another  factory  a  router  frequently  joroduced  a  high  pitched 
whine  and  sound  proof ing  measures  were  adopted* 
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Bonfires 


These  do  not  come  within  the  s  oope  of  Public  Health  Nuisances  and 
powers  under  the  Highways  Act  are  rarely  useable  by  the  health  department* 
Collection  of  paper  and  cardboard  waste  from  trade  premises  has  been 
reduced  because  of  the  great  increase  involved  in  recent  years*  Consequently 
traders  burning  this  waste  tend  to  create  a  nuisance  if  they  fail  to  exercise 
supervision  on  the  spot.  Smoke  abatement  powers  can  be  used  when 
incinerators  are  installed. 


Filthy  or  Verminous  Premises  and  Articles 

Only  one  prospective  tenant  was  found  to  be  occupying  bug  infested 
premises  which  with  the  chattels  were  sprayed  with  a  lindane  pyrethrum 
miscible  concentrate  (Formulation  S*  219)  •  After  rehousing  the  tenant,  the 
chattels  and  woodwork  were  burned  and  the  unfit  house  demolished. 

One  tenant  of  a  Council  house  was  provided  with  bedding  by  the  Y/omens 
Voluntary  Services  after  the  premises  was  sprayed  with  the  same  formulation 
because  of  flea,  infestation  and  the  tenant  had  the  mattresses  and  bedding 
stoved. 


One  private  house  was  found  to  be  badly  infested  with  fleas  and  another 
dirty.  Both  houses  were  cleansed  by  the  tenants. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act ,  i960 

One  of  the  trouble  spots  was  closed  to  itinerant  dealers  by  the 
co-operative  action  taken  by  the  owners  of  the  land  concerned  and  another 
such  spot  just  over  the  boundary  between  the  Urban  and  Rural  district  was 
closed  for  a  few  days  Y/hen  the  gate  was  removed  by^uthorised  persons# 


There  are  two  areas  where  the  police  frequently  take  action  against 
gypsies  and  didykiTs#  One  regular  offender  continues  to  pay  the  fines 
with  aplomb,  undoubtedly  regarding  the  site  well  worth  the  cost.

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The  only  local  fishmonger  continues  to  prefer  open  fronted  shop 
display*  I  can  recall  seeing  in  Glasgow  during  1917  some  of  the  finest 
fish  shops  I  have  seen  in  my  travels  in  home  territories*  One,  in 
particular,  had  a  very  large  sloping  slab  between  the  two  shop  doors  over 
which  cold  fresh  water  was  constantly  sprayed*  This  was  a  large  shop 
with  e l  considerable  daily  sale  and  followed  a  most  hygienic  practice  for 
those  days  when  aerial  contamination  was  certainly  not  less  than  today 
and  Scotch  fish  was  and  still  is  second  to  none* 


Hot  water  was  provided  over  the  hand  basin  in  the  closet  of  one 
beltehouse*  A  warning  was  sent  to  a  wholesale  baker  (distributing  but  not 
making  conf ectioneiy  in  the  district)  regarding  dirty  trays ;  also  to 
brewers  concerning  the  presence  of  pupae  of  fruit  flies  in  bottled  beer; 
and  to  earners  regarding  an  emamelled  banjo  brooch  found  in  a.  tin  of 
fruit. 


Following  recommendations  washing  up  water  temperatures  were  raised 
and  other  improvements  have  been  promised  at  the  canteens  of  one  large 
factory* 


Ice  Cream 


One  small  manufacturer  of  ice-cream  was  warned  that  unless  a 
continuing  improvement  on  sampling  his  product  was  obtained  that  his 
registration  under  Section  1 6  of  the  Act  would  be  withdrawn*  Two 
terminal  provisional  G-rade  1  reports  on  methylene  blue  test,  following 
ten  consecutive  provisional  grade  2  results  caused  the  Council  to  review 
the  position  in  his  favour*

Posters  and  "Donft  touch1'  cards  were  given  out  to  22  shops* 
Undoubtedly  awareness  concerning  personal  hygiene  needs  stimulating 
regularly  and  the  present  campaign  against  smoking  on  cancinogenetic 
grounds  may  well  produce  a  reduction  in  contamination  of  food  from  human 
sources*  Schools  should  be  widely  used  in  any  propaganda  activities  to 
promote  health*

On  two  occasions  meat  vans  were  found  to  be  without  the  prescribed 
bins  for  offals*  compared  with  nine  noted  in  I960*  In  'two  cases  unseparated 
unskinned  heads  and  sheeps1  plucks  were  being  carried  in  the  same  off  ad  bin 
contrary  to  regulation  29(e)  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,

During  the  year  17  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished  leaving 
six  houses  only  to  be  cleared*  namely  2,  3*  4  1  5  Church  Street  and  91  ~ 

93  High  Street, 

Six  old  alms  houses  in  Priory  Street  were  demolished  and  old  peoples 
dwellings  built  to  replace  them*  Ho*  25  The  Bourne  was  demolished  an 
undertaking  not  to  relet  having  been  given  in  1953* 


Although  96  houses  were  listed  on  the  29*8*1960  by  the  Council  as 
their  further  proposals  in  response  to  Circular  2/60*  l6  of  them  in  Musley 
Hill  wrill  have  to  be  withdrawn  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  unable 
to  represent  them  for  clearance.  The  draft  central  area  development 
scheme  includes  25  unfit  houses  situated  exs  follows:  Ten  in  Crib  Street* 
nine  in  Church  Street*  (both  areas  represented  but  not  declared  by  the 
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Council  to  be  clearance  areas)  ,  and  six  in  Monkey  Row  area  (including 
three  in  Baldock  Street  ,  all  closed  end  undertakings  given  not  to  relet)* 
Progress  with  these  areas  is  dependent  upon  the  development  scheme  going 
ahead*  There  are  also  1 6  unfit  houses  scattered  about  the  town,  of  which 
some  may  be  ultimately  affected  by  the  central  development  referred  to 
but  they  ere  not  likely  to  be  ma.de  fit  or  demolished  in  the  near  future 
for  a  number  of  reasons.  Seven  unfit  houses,  (namely  10,  12  &  14  Star 
Street,  and  2,  3*  4&  5  Church  Street),  can  be  expected  to  be  demolished 
in  the  near  future  and  two  ( 25  Gilpin  Road  and  46  Crib  Street)  ,  are  now 
being  improved  and  repaired.  Nineteen  houses  in  clearance  areas  and  ten 
individua.lly  unfit  houses  have  been  demolished  since  29*8*1960  (as  at 
1*  7ol962).
